Worker recalls fatal crash 


Bus 'swung around like the hand of God/ truck driver's trial told

VICTORIA HANDYSIDES 
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An oilpatch worker who 
witnessed a tragic bus ac¬ 
cident three years ago re¬ 
called horrific details in 
court yesterday, saying he 
saw the bodies of his 
“brothers and sisters" fly 
through the air before 
landing on the roadway. 

Martin Sinneave and a 
friend were on their way to 
Edmonton from Fort Mc- 
Murray on May 20, 2005, 
starting their days off 


from work at the Syncrude 
oilsands site, when they 
came across a long lineup of 
vehicles along a stretch of 
road near Gibbons. 

The vehicles were 
stopped due to a rollover up 
ahead on the road. The driv¬ 
er of the rolled vehicle had 
to be airlifted to hospital. 

Sinneave said a bus full of 
his coworkers tried to turn 
around to escape the traffic 
jam, but became high-cen¬ 
tred on the 


He turned his back to re¬ 
lieve himself in a ditch, and 
said when he turned back 
toward the bus, he saw a se¬ 
mi-trailer truck slam into it 
with indescribable force. 

“In my mind’s eye, I can 
still see that semi bounce. 
The bus swung around like 
the hand of God,” he said, 
sweeping his hand in a 90- 
degree angle motion. 

Though the night was 
dark, Sinneave said he re¬ 
membered the headlights, 
hazard lights and interior 
lights of the 43-passenger 
bus were lit up, though

Suzuki decries city’s sprawl

City planners need to 
focus developing around 
Edmonton’s river valley in¬ 
stead of sprawling into 
farmlands, said Dr. David 
Suzuki yesterday, before 
speaking at the Canadian 
Urban Forest Conference 
in Sherwood Park. 

“I love the river here, 
and that’s your great eco¬ 
logical treasure,” he said. 
“You have to build a city 
that is not reliant on cars.” 

A report released last 
week by Alberta’s new 
health superboard said Ed¬ 
monton region residents 
are more likely to drive 
their vehicles in suburban 
areas in the region, while 
allowing little room for ex¬ 
ercise like walking to work 
or to a transit stop. 

Since low-density devel¬ 
opment encourages physi¬ 
cal inactivity, residents in 
the Edmonton region are 
more prone to heart dis¬ 
ease, diabetes, colon can¬ 
cer and osteoporosis, the 
report said. 


Edmonton is also the 
most auto-reliant city in 
the country, according to 
figures from Statistics 
Canada. And because of 
that, Edmonton area resi¬ 
dents are also more prone 
to getting hurt in a car 
crash, said the report. 

Suzuki says Edmonton’s 
city leaders have made 


strides in greening Edmon¬ 
ton, but communities need 
to be better planned to re¬ 
duce its auto dependency. 

“We’ve got to decide as 
communities; are we a 
community designed for 
people or are we a commu¬ 
nity designed for cars?” 
said Suzuki. 

Suzuki also praised Cal¬ 


gary for using wind-gener¬ 
ated electricity to power its 
C-Trains, but called the city 
an “ecological disaster” be¬ 
cause of its urban sprawl. 

The Canadian Urban For¬ 
est Conference, which in¬ 
cludes speakers and dele¬ 
gates from around the 
world, runs through Friday 
at Millennium Place.

It’s official: Girls rule in Ed¬ 
monton-Spruce Grove. 

Well, sort of. The majori¬ 
ty of the candidates in the 
riding of 128,000 people are 
women — an anomaly in 
this year’s election. 

Conservative incumbent 
and Minister of Intergov¬ 
ernmental Affairs and West¬ 
ern Economic Diversifica¬ 
tion Rona Ambrose couldn’t 
be happier that she’s one of 
three women running in 



this year’s race for the MP 
seat, since female politi¬ 
cians are often at a disad¬ 
vantage when running for 
office. 

“When you look at a lot 
of the men that run for of¬ 
fice, they are former may¬ 
ors and former cabinet min¬ 
isters at the provincial lev¬ 
el,” Ambrose said. “And 
that’s not everyone, but it 
takes a particular level of 
prominence to raise funds 
to run for federal office. A 


lot of women don’t have 
those kinds of positions in 
our community to be able 
to run for office.” 

Only 49 women have 
been appointed to cabinet 
in Canadian history, and 39- 
year-old Ambrose is the 
youngest. 

Liberal candidate Chris 
Austin, the only man out of 
four possible choices in the 
riding, said that he couldn’t 
be more geared up to run 
against the girls. 

“It’s a good thing. Women 
should become more in¬ 
volved in government,” 


Austin said. “Even inside 
the Liberal Party we have 
more women representa¬ 
tives than we’ve ever had.” 

NDP hopeful Barbara 
Phillips and Green Party 
candidate Wendy Walker 
will also be vying for Am¬ 
brose’s spot. 

Phillips, an electoral first- 
timer, said that even if she 
doesn’t cinch the spot, she’s 
part of a changing trend. 

“It just shows that more 
women are stepping up to 
the plate and finding ways 
to participate in the 
process,” she said.

Quebec A flavour of New France 



Four centuries of Canadian history since the 1608 founding of Quebec City will be the theme of 
the Canadian Museum of Civilization’s 2008 History Costume Ball in Gatineau, Quebec, Oct. 15, 
organizers announced yesterday.

Broken fuel line 
led to balloon 
crash: TSB report 

Findings on crash that killed two released 


Canada’s transportation 
safety watchdog 
recommended tighter reg¬ 
ulation of commercial hot¬ 
air balloons yesterday af¬ 
ter finding a broken fuel 
line led to a midair fire 
last year that killed two 
people. 

The line became discon¬ 
nected, but because the 
balloon’s fuel tank lacked 
an emergency shutoff 
valve the leaking propane 
could not be stopped once 
the fire began, the Trans¬ 
portation Safety Board said 
in its report. 

Safety inspectors found 
the aircraft had been modi¬ 
fied to add a fourth 
propane tank, but because 
of the lack of regulatory 
oversight, the changes to 
the manufacturer’s design 
were never challenged, the 
board’s report said. 

The change contributed 
to the likelihood the fuel 
line would be subject to ex¬ 
tra wear and handling, the 
TSB said.

Gunman left trail 
of hatred on Net 

Finland school rampage leaves ll dead 


Student gunman Matti 
Saari, who killed 10 
people at a Finnish school 
yesterday before shooting 
himself, left a trail of Inter¬ 
net postings about hatred 
and revenge. 

But according to a for¬ 
mer classmate, the 22-year- 
old travel and restaurant 
trade student from the 
western Finnish town of 
Kauhajoki bore no resem¬ 
blance to the loner profile 
of many mass murderers. 

“He was happy, a social 
guy — there was nothing 
exceptional — he got 
along with people well and 
he was not lonely. He had 
friends,” said Susanna 
Keronen, who was trying 
to fathom what might 
have led him to take such 
drastic action. 

In his profile on the irc- 
gallery social networking 
site, Saari, who lived alone 
with his cat, billed himself 
as a committed misan¬ 
thrope. Other entries tout¬ 


ed war and revenge. 

Police, alerted to video 
footage posted on the In¬ 
ternet showing Saari fir¬ 
ing a gun, questioned him 
only the day before the 
rampage, 

Interior 
Minister 
Anne Holm- 
lund said. 

She gave 
no details of 
the inter¬ 
view, but 
said police 
did not ask 
him to surrender the gun 
because they decided he 
had made no specific 
threats. 

Saari’s postings were 
strikingly similar to those 
of Jolcela high school stu¬ 
dent Pelcka-Eric Auvinen, 
who shot dead eight peo¬ 
ple last November after 
posting a video announc¬ 
ing his plans. 

A raft of copy-cat videos 
after the Jolcela shooting 


led to closer monitoring of 
sites by police. 

Saari and Auvinen, who 
shared a love of the indus¬ 
trial rock band KMFDM, 
both spent their last hours 
on the Internet. 

Just like Auvinen, Saari 
logged on to the Internet 
site ire-gallery yesterday 
morning for the last time 
before leaving for school 
and opening fire on his 
classmates. 

Saari, who said he was 
an atheist, said on my- 
space.com he was interest¬ 
ed in meeting friends and 
networking. But on other 
sites, he mulled the final 
solution to the problems of 
mankind and aired darker 
thoughts. 

Quoting lyrics from the 
song War by the band 
Wumpscut, Saari wrote on 
his YouTube site “Whole 
life is war and and whole 
life is pain and you will 
fight alone in your person¬ 
al War.”

HIV rising among self-injecting drug users: Study 


study The rate of HIV in¬ 
fection among people who 
inject themselves with 
drugs appears to be rising, 
according to a study pub¬ 
lished today. 

An estimated 3 million 
self-injecting drug users 
worldwide may be HIV pos¬ 
itive, said the analysis of 


peer-reviewed studies and 
data from UN agencies and 
international experts. 

It identified injected 
drug use in 148 countries, 
and found HIV infections 
among these kind of users 
topped 40 per cent in nine 
nations: Estonia, Ukraine, 
Myanmar (Burma), Indone¬ 


sia, Thailand, Nepal, Ar¬ 
gentina, Brazil and Kenya. 

The researchers estimat¬ 
ed that in 2007 nearly 16 
million people around the 
world injected drugs, with 
China, the United States 
and Russia having the 
largest number of such 
users. REUTERS 


Hostages 
located, 
says Sudan

Iran will resist U.S. ‘bullying’ 

Ahmadinejad rails against Zionists, Israel decries anti-Semitic remarks

Iranian President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
railed against “Zionist 
murderers” in a speech to 
the United Nations yester¬ 
day and vowed to resist 
American bullying and de¬ 
fend Iran’s right to nuclear 
power. 

After a long discourse on 
God, justice and morality, 
Ahmadinejad said a small 
number of “deceitful” Zion¬ 
ists were manipulating 
Americans and Europeans. 

Ahmadinejad, who has 
said in the past Israel should 
be wiped off the map, said 
there was growing resist¬ 
ance in the world to the ag¬ 
gression of “bullying pow¬ 
ers,” a phrase he used re¬ 
peatedly to refer to the Unit¬ 
ed States and its allies. 

“The Zionist regime is on 
a definite slope to collapse, 
and there is no way for it 
to get out of the cesspool 


created by itself and its 
supporters,” he said, refer¬ 
ring to Israel. 

“American empire in the 
world is reaching the end 
of its road, and its next 
rulers must limit their in¬ 


terference to their own bor¬ 
ders,” Ahmadinejad said. 

He dwelled on what he 
described as Zionist control 
over international “finan¬ 
cial and monetary centres.” 

The comments were 


swiftly denounced as anti- 
Semitic by the Anti- 
Defamation League, the Si¬ 
mon Wiesenthal Center 
and U.S. Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate Barack 
Obama, among others.

Israeli President Shimon 
Peres said the comments 
echoed an anti-Semitic 
tract — now considered 
fraudulent — that was 
published in the early 
1900s and described a Jew¬ 
ish and Masonic plot to 
take over the world.

Subaru has built a reputa¬ 
tion over the years of pro¬ 
ducing safe, reliable, and 
functional vehicles. 

While far from being 
disasters in the styling 
arena, most Subarus have 
never had what you 
would call that “knock¬ 
out” punch when it comes 
to looks. Much like the 
Volvos of yesteryear, Sub¬ 
aru became know for sol¬ 
id, dependable vehicles 
that tended to blend in 
with the crowd and didn’t 
set hearts aflutter. 

But that appears to be 
changing as a look at Sub- 
aru’s 2008 Impreza lineup 
will attest. 

I recently spent a few 
days with the Impreza 
2.5i five-door hatchback, 
decked out with the fancy 
Sport Package, and it was 
impressive both from a 
looks and performance 
standpoint. 

The Impreza is an all- 
new car for 2008 and the 
2.5i Sport five-door is the 
best looking model in the 
lineup in my opinion.

There’s also a 
character line sweeping 
upward at the rear that 
produces a distinctive 
look. 

Now in its third genera¬ 
tion, the Impreza for 2008 
comes in both four-door 
sedan (unique to the 
North American market) 
and five-door hatchback 
body styles with a choice 
of five-speed manual or 
four-speed automatic

Crossover CX-g makes a family drive more fun and less stressful

The Mazda CX-9 GT came to 
class ready for anything we 
could throw at it. And 
when it graduated, the 
crossover was sporting a 
very impressive report card. 

The CX-9 is Mazda’s 
largest vehicle. Now that 
minivans aren’t cool 
enough — and many au¬ 
tomakers, like Mazda, no 
longer feel the need to offer 
one — the seven-seater CX-9 
fills the role as the brand’s 
premier people mover. 

It’s based on the Mazda 6 
platform, which has been 
modified and massaged for 
its new duty. It shares the 
273-hp 3.7-litre V6 doing du¬ 
ty in the Lincoln MKS, and 
said V6 is hooked up to a 
six-speed Aisin automatic 
transmission. 

The most inexpensive CX- 
9 is the FWD GS model, at 
about $39,995. But ours was 
the most expensive CX-9 in 
the catalogue — a fully op-

tioned GT model ($51,710). 

GT models start the pro¬ 
ceedings at about $46,825; 
its most notable enhance¬ 
ment over GS models is the 
lovely 20-inch wheel and 
tire set. Our baby also got 
AWD ($2,000), DVD system 
with Bose 5.1 surround- 
sound stereo with 11 speak¬ 
ers and wireless head¬ 
phones ($2,675), and a pack¬ 
age that included copious 
luxury bits, navigation with 
Bluetooth, and rear-view 
camera ($1,520). 

We won’t list the stan¬ 
dard safety and conven¬ 
ience features, because, be¬ 


lieve us, it’s not lacking in 
any. 

Topping our lists of posi¬ 
tives is styling. Beauty is al¬ 
ways in the eye of the be¬ 
holder, so go and behold 
yourself, but we think Maz¬ 
da did a great job in marry¬ 
ing sporty details — like 
those lights, wheels and in¬ 
tegrated exhaust tips — in¬ 
to a sleek people-mover for¬ 
mat. 

The look and feel of the 
inside of the vehicle also 
garnered its share of raves. 
The faux wood used 


throughout the cabin is a 
dark, heavily lacquered vari¬ 
ety, symbolic of a type 
found in traditional Japan¬ 
ese art work. 

However, while touch¬ 
screen controls are cool and 
high tech, most of us would 
still prefer durable and easy- 
to-reach controls for items 
that need frequent adjust¬ 
ing. And while the wrap¬ 
around centre console is 
beautiful to behold, a few of 
us thought it made the cab¬ 
in feel less spacious. 

Customers more obsessed 


with chassis dynamics will 
also be pleasantly surprised. 
The vehicle performs better 
than its size and weight 
would indicate. 

The front seats and driv¬ 
ing position were also 
praised. They are crucial 
cogs in the CX-9’s prowess 
as a long-haul specialist. Al¬ 
so, the DVD player/babysit¬ 
ter might have a little 
hand in keeping the stress 
levels down on long family 
rides. 

The second row is a 60/40 
split-bench affair that can 


slide fore and aft, so there is 
a ton of legroom to be had 
back there. This is a veiy 
long vehicle; so not surpris¬ 
ingly, there is more than an 
average amount of cargo 
space behind that second 
row, and behind the third 
row as well, when that row 
is up and/or in use. 

The second-row bench is 
very well designed, but if 
your family is six or less, 
two captain chairs in the 
back would be more comfy, 
keep sibling skirmishes 
down, and make third-row 
access better. 

Fuel economy is not stel¬ 
lar, but this shouldn’t be a 
big shock as the CX-9 is 
what it is — a big crossover. 
Energuide ratings are: 14.0 
L/100 km city, 9.7 L/100 km 
hwy. And note that you pay 
a discemable premium for 
AWD: the FWD CX-9 is rat¬ 
ed at 13.2 L/100 Ion City, 9.0 
L/100 km Hwy. 

If you need the room and 
seven-passenger seating, 
you need to have this vehi¬ 
cle on your shopping list.

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Saab surging 
on turbo power

The secret to a great Saab is 
to let the Swedes do their 
own thing. The 93- The 96. 
The 99 Turbo. The 900 Tur¬ 
bo. And now the 9-3 Turbo 
X. They’re all models that 
deliver on engineering 
prowess, Swedish sensibili¬ 
ty, and now, all-weather 
performance. 

Yeah, the Turbo X has all¬ 
wheel drive. I mentioned 
engineering prowess for a 
reason, because through its 
history, Saab has pioneered 
unique solutions for its ve¬ 
hicles. With their low-vol¬ 
ume production, Saab 
makes a perfect candidate 
to pioneer new GM tech¬ 
nologies. 

For the car’s XWD 
(‘cross’ wheel drive) sys¬ 
tem, Saab partnered with 
Haldex to deliver a drive- 
train that can split power 
fore and aft, plus side to 



side between the rear 
wheels. 

Unlike past Haldex sys¬ 
tems, torque is distributed 
throughout the drivetrain 
from a standstill. Older sys¬ 
tems needed a certain 
amount of wheel spin to 
send torque to the re¬ 
quired wheel, but XWD is 
ready instantly. 

Performance fiends take 
note: Saab says the sys¬ 
tem’s rear eLSD (electronic 
limited-slip differential) 
will “increase the perform¬ 
ance envelope at high lat¬ 
eral acceleration.” More on 


that in a moment. 

At the heart of the car is a 
massaged and turbocharged 
2.8-litre V6, good for the 
mentioned 280 horsepower 
and 295 lb-ft of torque. It’s 
torquey, with a strong 
powerband and turbo surge 
— and not unlike Volvo’s 
similar-displacement tur¬ 
bocharged six-cylinder en¬ 
gine. There’s a character to 
all turbo’d sixes, with Saab’s 
being more raucous than 
most because of its lovely 
exhaust. 

But fastest Saab ever? Ze¬ 
ro to 100 flashes by in 5.5 
seconds... so yeah... fastest 
Saab ever. 

Once behind the wheel, 
Saab is adamant that they 
have the best integration 
of all-wheel-drive with the 
“vehicle’s various sys¬ 
tems.” 

But they’re right. Saabs 
usually handle like they’re 
on a slope of a roof, fun for 
a second until you’re on 
the way down. The Turbo

X, though, is tenacious, 
feeling more like an Audi 
RS4 than anything in re¬ 
cent memory. High praise. 

As it stands, the Turbo X 
is a great car that shows 
there is still a lot of poten¬ 
tial for future world-beat¬ 


ing Saabs. 

If an all-wheel-drive Saab 
with 280 horsepower cost¬ 
ing over $54,995 (and 
$56,305 for the sexy Sport- 
Combi) makes you excited, 
the queue has already 
formed.

L jubljana. With some 
50,000 university stu¬ 
dents living in the city, 
the vibe is abuzz with 
youth, culture and 
nightlife. Who knew that 
the Slovenian capital city I 
can hardly pronounce 
would turn out to be one of 
the hippest spots in Europe. 

I ended up in Slovenia, 
one of the smallest coun¬ 
tries in Central Europe, as a 
result of “Plan B”. I was 
originally supposed to trav¬ 
el to Georgia but, as the 
conflict with Russia en- 
flamed and the tanks rolled 
in, I figured it probably was¬ 
n’t the best time to visit. 

Anxious for an alterna¬ 
tive place to explore, Slove¬ 
nia seemed like a good 
choice. I’d fly from Istan¬ 
bul direct to Ljubljana, the 
city with a jumble of con¬ 
sonants in a country I 
knew very little about. 

There’s something really 
nice about Ljubljana. It has 
that manageable, small 
city feeling, with all the 
perks of a big one. From 
theatre, to art, fine dining 
restaurants to trendy bou¬ 
tiques, it fulfills all my re¬ 
quirements of “cool.” Most 
importantly, it’s a back¬ 
packer-friendly location 
with a well-established 
tourist infrastructure and 
lots of English speakers. 

The landscape, carved 
with canals and bicycle 
paths, reminds me of Ams¬ 
terdam, minus the tacky 
souvenirs, sleazy sex shops 
and legalized pot cafes. 


Ljubljana’s Old Town is 
rich with Baroque, Gothic 
and Art Nouveau architec¬ 
ture. Footpaths lead to his¬ 
toric castles, frescoes deco¬ 
rate cathedrals, bronze 
dragon statues guard 
bridges. But beyond the ar¬ 
chitecture and famous 
monuments, it’s a chill 
place with tons of outdoor 
cafes, perfect for people 
watching. Down a strip of 
cobblestones, a parade of 
scenesters saunter past. 
Women with big scarves 
smoke skinny cigarettes. 
Men rock effeminate styles, 
oversized sunglasses and 
the occasional Euro mullet. 


Though guidebooks 
say 'your hair does¬ 
n’t have to be pink 
to fit in/1 argue that 
it sure does help. 

For the anti-commercial 
scene, Metelkova is the 
place to be. An autonomous 
zone for off-the-wall artistic 
expression, this outdoor ur¬ 
ban space is devoted to 
counter-culture. Amidst the 
graffiti walls and squat-lilce 
surroundings, there are 
bars, a few gay clubs, per¬ 
forming art spaces and mu¬ 
sic venues playing every¬ 
thing from punk to reggae. 

The area has an anar¬ 
chist aura, with anti-police 
graffiti and rockers in 
black. Though guidebooks 
say “your hair doesn’t have 
to be pink to fit in,” I argue 
that it sure does help. 

Rastas strum guitars, 
angst-ridden teenagers 
mope, pit bulls frolic as 
their tattooed owners 
drink absinthe. Meltellcova 
is a must visit.

The state of the western

One of the best westerns 
to ride onto screens in 
years, Ed Harris’ new film 
Appaloosa does a surpris¬ 
ingly good job of reviving 
and updating the genre — 
but whether it will strike 
gold with audiences is an¬ 
other story 

There was a time when 
Hollywood produced a sad¬ 
dle-full of westerns, but by 
the late ’60s the genre was 
pretty much dead. 

Directors like Sam Peck¬ 
inpah (The Wild Bunch) 
and Sergio Leone (The 
Good, The Bad, And The 
Ugly) created revisionist 
westerns that toyed with 
the formula and excited 
new audiences, yet it al¬ 
most felt as if there was no 
where left to go in the 


genre once they were done 
with it. 

There have been numer¬ 
ous attempts to revive the 
western since then, the 
most successful being 
Clint Eastwood’s 1992 mas¬ 
terpiece Unforgiven. The 
film was easily one of the 
most thought provoking 
and interesting examples 
of the genre, sparking a 
wave of new westerns in 
the ’90s including Jim Jar¬ 
musch’s quietly brilliant 
Dead Man, Sam Raimi’s ki¬ 
netic The Quick And The 
Dead, and the blockbuster 
Western Tombstone. 

They were all solid 
films, but none was suc¬ 
cessful enough to breathe 
new life into the genre. 
Since then, there has 
been a new western every 
few years, but sadly noth¬ 
ing that generated much 
commercial interest. 


Last year’s 3:10 To Yuma 
proved that westerns could 
still be bankable, but the 
success of that movie had 
more to do with the com¬ 
bined star power of Russell 
Crowe and Christian Bale 
than anything else. 


The amazing HBO series 
Deadwood is one of the 
most remarkable westerns 
ever created, but despite a 
cavalcade of awards and 
critical acclaim it never 
had much of an audience 
and was cancelled before 


reaching the planned con¬ 
cluding fourth season. 

Surprisingly, some of the 
most entertaining west¬ 
erns to be produced in re¬ 
cent years are wild pop-art 
experiments to emerge 
from Asia, including 
Talcashi Miike’s Sulciyaki 
Western Django, and Ji- 
Woon Kim’s upcoming The 
Good, The Bad, And The 
Weird. 

However, as fun as these 
movies are, they won’t 
have much impact on this 
quintessentially American 
genre. 

As long as there are film¬ 
makers with a sense of the 
history of cinema, there 
will be westerns, but un¬ 
fortunately it doesn’t look 
like the genre will ever be 
commercially viable again. 
The days of John Ford have 
passed and they may never 
return.

A few years ago, I was sit¬ 
ting in a boardroom wait¬ 
ing to start a meeting. A 
woman walked in I’d never 


met. I thought, “Oh my 
god. I’m gay.” I’m not the 
only person to have this 
happen. 

Comedian Rosie O’Don¬ 
nell reports she was motor¬ 
ing home after getting her 
driver’s licence when she 
was struck by this same re¬ 
alization. 

Personally, I’m glad I 
wasn’t operating heavy 
machinery at the time. 
Sometimes uncertainty 
feels like falling off a bar 
stool and sometimes it 
feels like falling in love. 

In any case, no warning 
label can prepare us for 
the jolts and joys that lie 
ahead. Life will surprise us. 
And that’s a good thing. 

I’m certain.

HBO Canada’s timing seems iffy 



HBOVER HERE: It seems a 
day late and a pound 
short, but the corporate 
partners behind The 
Movie Network and Movie 
Central here in Canada 
are adding HBO Canada to 
their cable offerings, a 
new channel available to 
anyone already subscrib¬ 
ing to the two other chan¬ 
nels, and designed to fea¬ 
ture the full menu of HBO 
programming, and not 
just the shows that have 
already been offered indi¬ 
vidually here — hit shows 
like Sex And The City, 
Deadwood and The Sopra¬ 
nos, or current ones like 
Entourage, True Blood, 
Flight Of The Conchords 
and In Treatment. 

HBO Canada will 
launch next month, and 
will round out the net¬ 
work’s current shows 
with HBO programming 
that only arrives here on 
DVD or after a long delay 
on basic cable — the 
sports events, comedy, 
documentaries and con¬ 
certs that were once the 
network’s bread and but¬ 
ter, as well as rebroad¬ 
casts from HBO’s library, 
which will probably in- 
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elude miniseries and 
movies such as Angels In 
America, From The Earth 
To The Moon and Oz. 

The new channel is not 
a partnership — HBO 
does not have any owner¬ 
ship stake in the new 
channel, according to a 
press release, but rather 
Astral Media and Corns 
Entertainment have ex¬ 
panded their deal with 
the U.S. network, which 
will also see more HBO 
content appearing on 
their On Demand chan¬ 
nels. 

This would have been a 
big, bold move two or 
three years ago, when 
HBO’s brand was white 
hot, but right now it 
looks more like Corns and 
Astral are doing HBO the 
favour, and not the other 
way around. The U.S. net¬ 
work has had its thunder 


stolen by its once-margin- 
al competitors since the 
The Sopranos made its 
halting march to its fi¬ 
nale; that last episode, 
with its abrupt, ambigu¬ 
ous ending, turned out to 


be prescient, as HBO’s 
profile seemed to dimin¬ 
ish just as sharply, though 
its reputation lingers in a 
stubborn half-life. 

HBO did very well at 
Sunday’s Emmys, picking 


up a bale of awards for 
shows like Entourage, In 
Treatment and especially 
John Adams, but the rele¬ 
vance of those accolades 
is debatable when the 
show pulled its lowest rat¬ 
ings ever — just 12.2 mil¬ 
lion viewers — and drew 
an avalanche of critical 
brickbats for its leaden 
pacing and disastrous 
hosting gimmick. 

Until HBO can hoist its 
standard on a couple of 
new flagship shows, its 
public image will increas¬ 
ingly revert to the dissi¬ 
pated host of offerings it 
was famous for during 
most of its early history 
— the 25-plus years be¬ 
tween its low-profile de¬ 
but in the heyday of net¬ 
work television until 
those fateful nights when 
Carrie Bradshaw tripped 
down a Manhattan side¬ 
walk in her unfeasibly 
high heels and Tony So¬ 
prano padded out to the 
end of his driveway to 
pick up his morning pa¬ 
per.
